RAILROADS AND GOLD. 
F iom the New York Journal. 
In an attempt to show that the 
interests of workingmen and their 
employers are identical the World 
yesterday morning, in an editorial 
headed “ The Common Interest,’’ 
has this to say: 


“ I f agriculture is depressed, if productive 


industry is slackened, 
if labor is idle or 


poorly paid, the railroads feel it among the 


very first. ” 
If ever all 
these conditions ex­ 
isted, they have done so during the 
last three years, when the system of 
gold 
monometallism, 
which 
was 
inaugurated in 1873 
received 
its fullest expression in the repeal 
of the Sherman silver purchase law, 
reached its most perfect develop­ 
ment. 
And yet during these last 
three years, when the railroads, if 
the arguments of the gold men are 
to be credited, should have been 
flourishing, extending their systems, 
employing 
more 
men, 
receiving 
greater incomes and paying higher 
wages, 
they 
have 
suffered, 
with 
every other industry, to a greater 
extent than ever before in the his­ 
tory of the country. 
Never before 
have so many of these great cor­ 
porations been in the hands of re­ 
ceivers- 
It is 
only necessary to 
call attention to the failure of two 
of the greatest railroad systems, the 
Atchison and the Reading, both oc 
curring when by every reason ad­ 
vanced | by the monometallists for 
the maintenance of a single gold 
standard 
they 
should have been 
in the most prosperous condition. 
Not only were these great compa­ 
nies, and a host of smaller ones, 
forced to the wall, 
but every rail­ 
road, great or small, in the country 
has felt the pressure brought about 
by the 
demonetization of 
silver. 
Their mileage has not been extend­ 
ed as it otherwise would. 
Expenses 
have been cut to meet decreased 
earnings, and tiividends have been 
lessened. 
This latter in itself would 
not be such a serious matter if it 
did not show that the railroads, in­ 
stead of being the benefactors of 
workingmen under monometallism, 
are in a crippled condition, and are 
not able to take care of their stock- 
[lolders, 
much less the employes 
about whom they are less solicitous. 
As a matter of fact, seven out of 
en of them are bankrupt, and only 
he pernicious influence they exert 
in place.n where all should be on an 
equality prevents their being d e­ 
clared insolvent by law. 
Another illustration of the unsat­ 
isfactory condition of the railroads 
under existing conditions is the fre­ 
quency of strikes since the single 
gold standard became fixed upon 


the 
country. 
Railroad 
employes 
are men of intelligence. 
They ap­ 
preciate the fact that in the regu- 
laritv of railroad traffic is its value 
to the public, and they do not in ­ 
terfere 
wiih 
it 
except under the 
stress of conditions which are un­ 
bearable. 
So 
that 
the 
increas­ 
ing 
number 
of 
strikes 
within 
the 
last 
few 
years 
is 
evi­ 
dence that the railroads have im­ 
posed 
upon 
their employes such 
scales of wages and hours of labor 
as justified the latter, in their opin­ 
ion, in stopping business until their 
wrongs were righted. 
And this un­ 
der monometallism,which those op­

Cases inv’olving the construction of the 
constitution of t iie United States or of this 
state, or the validity of a treaty or statute 
of the United Slates, are those cases only 
where that point has been raised* in good 
failli by some pkadin g or instruction in the 
trial court. 
Cases involving the construction of the 
revenue laws ol this state are cases only 
wherein either 
party iu the trial court 
claims somti right under a construction of 
such laws, which construction his adversary 
denies to be the true construction by some 
pU adingor instruction. 
The title to any office under this state 
means only tlie title of an officer whose duties 
are co extensive with the state, or who is re­ 
quired by law to be commissioned by the 
governor; and no one is a state officer who 
dees not answer this description. 
A county or other political subdivision of a 
state includes only counties, and cities exer­ 
cising the fuL étions of a county, but no minor 
subtfivision. 
Cases involving title to real estate are cases 
only wherein the decree of judgm ent ren­ 
dered affects directly the title of the appel­ 
lant to certain real estate, and actions of 
ejectment. 
Wlien either party to an appeal claims that 
a question has been fairly raised upon the 
record in tlie trial court, by whica the ju ris­ 
diction of an appeal therein is vested in the 
supreme court, or that the amdunt involved, 
or status of any litigant gives to the su- 
jreme court appellate jurlsaiction, he may, 
tefore the casu Is submitted on final hearing 
in the court of appeals, hut not thereafter, 
file a motion to have said cause transferred 
to the supreme court, and if any judge of 
said court of appeals shall be of opinion that 
such motion is well founded, ana shall file 
his written statem ent to that effect in the 
cause, the court shall at ooce transfer the 
records to the supreme court. The courts of 
appeals may also of their own motion, on 
becoming sat isfied that the supreme court has 
jurisdiction of any cause pending before said 
court of appeals, order that the same be 
transferred to the supreme court, at any 
time l)efore filing an opinion on the merits 
therein.

that Bell 
and some confederates made about 
$40,000 by the game.

Angelo. 
A curious feature of the 
composition is that both the Divine 
Child and ^ the little St. John are 
clothed; this, as Vasari tells us, was 
on account of the susceptibilities of 
the nuns. 
In 1077 the convent sold the pic­ 
ture to Antonio Bigazziui, a Peru­ 
gian noble, for 2,004 scudi; and it 
presently passed into the possession 
of the Colonna 
family in 
Rome. 
From them it went to the palace at 
Naples, and in the troubles of 1800 
it was transported to Gaeta. 
After 
the surrender, the king succeeded in 
carrying it away; and it was safely 
transported to Spain, 
but it had 
been in some way pledged to the 
financier who obtained from King 
Francis the title of duke of Ripalda, 
and by'his name the picture was for 
some time called. Taken from Spain 
to Paris, 
the picture was 
there 
grievously repainted, so that during 
all the succeeding years no one has 
had the courage to buy it. 
Mr, Col- 
liaghi has at last made the venture, 
and has been rewarded by finding 
that all the false paint easily came 
away. 
V e understand that the authori­ 
ties of the 
National gallery are 
seriously considering the question of 
the purchase of the picture now that 
they are satisfied as to its condition, 
especially as it is offered to them at 
a very different price from that paid 
for the Anside Madonna from Blen­ 
heim, to which this is no whit in­ 
ferior.— London Times.
